coach Les 
Scheinflug’s faith when 
Australia opens its World 
Youth Cup campaign 
against Columbia on 
Friday. 

The Young Boys of 
Bere star has been hailed 
as a world class player for 
his age by Scheinflug as 
he prepares for the 
showdown with the South 
Americans at the Sydney 
Football Stadium. 

“| will be playing my 
heart out for my country - 
and with a little luck I'll do 
the business for the team,” 
said Agostino, 17. 


“| do not try to put any 
pressure on myself to 
score goals - if | miss a 
chance | just try harder to 
make the next one.” 

Agostino has missed the 
Young Socceroos 
preparations for the 
tournament because of his 
club commitments in 
Europe. 

Young Boys, who paid 
$350,000 to take the 
teenager to Switzerland, 


refused to release him for 
Scheinflug’s tour to the 
Middle East last month. 

But Scheinflug has 
made it clear Agostino, 
who has scored two goals 
for Young Boys in five first 
team appearances, is an 
automatic choice in the 
national side. 

“Paul is a born striker 
and a vital part of the 
team," said Scheinflug. 

Agostino is convinced 
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Les Scheinflug: praise 


Australia can make an 
impact in the youth World 
Cup. 

“We can compete with 
the best in the world and 
that is what we will do at 
this tournament. 

“Australia's young 
players are getting better 
and there is so much talent 
out there,” he added. 

His only appearance at 
youth level came in the 
friendly against Brazil last 
December when he scored 
Australia’s goal in a 1-1 
draw. 

He played for the Joeys 
at the Under-17 World 
Championships in Italy two 
years ago, when European 
scouts first became aware 
of his talent. 


Brazil tip Portugal 


Brazilian coach Julio Leal expects titleholder Portugal to be one of the toughest teams in the World Youth 
Championships, as both nations vie for the honour of being the first country to seize the title three times. 

Brazil snatched the World Youth title in 1983 and 1985, while Portugal clinched the Championship in 1989 and 
again in 1991, by eclipsing Brazil in a nail-biting final. 

Leal said the Portugese were sure to be in good form for the Championships. 

“Portugal is doing nicely,” he said. 

“I’m sure they are also in good shape for the Championship.” 

Leal said Brazil was also considered one of the favourites for the Championships to be played in Sydney, 
Melbourne, Canberra, Brisbane and Adelaide from March 5-20, but it was important to focus on each match and not 


look too far ahead. 


The Brazilians were the first team to arrive for the Championships, with Leal adamant that a good build-up under 
local conditions was imperative for success in Australia. 
Leal has nine new players in the team that toured Australia in December as a prelude to the Youth Championship. 
The new faces had been unavailable for the matches against the Young Socceroos because of club commitments in 


Brazil.

Glasgow giant mulls

ASF chief executive Ian 
Holmes was waiting for 
Glasgow Celtic to confirm 
their tour of Australia in 
May will go ahead. 

The Scottish giant has 
been lined up as opponents 
for the Socceroos as they 
warm up for the World Cup 
qualifiers against New 
Zealand 

A Celtic representative 
last week met with ASF 
officials who are waiting to 
hear if their cash terms 
have been accepted, 

The Scottish premier 
league side are expected to 
play two games in the run- 
up to Australia’s clash with 
the Kiwis in Auckland on 
May 29. 

“The matter is now with 
Celtic - the ball is in their 
court,” said Holmes. 


He said Celtic asked for 
a match fee, but he refused 
to reveal the amount 
involved. 

Holmes said he wants to 
move away from agreed 
payments in favour of 
offering tour sides a 
percentage of gate receipts. 

“This gives overseas 
teams an incentive to 
promote the games once 
they get to Australia,” he 
said. 

Celtic, who are expected 
to play the Socceroos in 
Sydney and Melbourne, 
became a target because 
New Zealand has adopted a 
British style of play. 

“Tt makes sense for us to 
play a team from Britain 
before the World Cup 
games,” added Holmes.

But Holmes made it 
clear Lineker, who won 80 
England caps, scoring 48 
goals, would not be paid an 
appearance fee to promote

Probably the most difficult situation | have 
had to endure in football writing is to try and 
justify the National League’s decision to 
drop ethnic names. 

| know the marketing and professional 
answers, and have used them often when 
trying to explain the reason to readers and 
followers of the game. 

But, quite frankly, it just doesn’t sit well with me. 

| get the feeling that someone has made a 
monumental blunder. What makes me more 
sure of that is the amount of communication 
I receive on the subject - either by letter, 
phone, or in day to day general 
conversation. 

History is full of occasions when 
governments and administrations have 
imposed bad laws, and, | believe, that this is 
another instance. 

But I do not believe that it has been done 
than for any other reason than the future of 
football. 

The reason that | think it is a retrograde step 
is quite simple - the people don’t want it. 

| appreciate the desire to have clubs which 
are representative of more than a minor part 
of the community, but that situation won't be 
achieved by calling Adelaide City Juventus, 
for example, Adelaide City. No-one has been 
fooled. And anyway, what is wrong with an 
Italian backed club? 

If any club in this land can provide the 
facilities (another totally different question) 
and raise the playing standard to that 
required to compete in the National League 
then that club should be able to call its team 
whatever it wants - subject to the normal 
laws of the land and good taste. 

| too would dearly love to see another 
Australian community based team playing in 
the top flight, but | believe also that the time 
will come when all of our teams will be 
community based because that’s the way of 
evolution. 


BRING BACK THE FUN 


While on the subject of bad laws, | have to 
brand the FIFA directed decree on stamping 
down on player celebrations as totally 
absurd. 

The players are now making a mockery of it 
by running to the sideline after scoring and 
then standing to attention. 

If our grounds aren’t safe enough then let’s 
get them up to standard - we can’t inhibit 
players because of silliness. 

| for one am more likely to be incensed 
when watching a game if | see a crude or 
deliberate foul go unpunished. 

What is going to happen in amateur games - 
are referees going to stop players crossing 
the sideline after scoring in fear of them 
inciting two dogs and a stray cat? 

My favourite ‘after-scoring-action’ in 
Australian football must be Billy Wright's 
gun-toting antics. The guy has to be seen to 
be believed. 

Good on you Billy, keep the fun in the game.

Who would really like to be in Eddie 
Thomson’s shoes? The national coach picks 
home-based players for the World Cup 
games against the Solomons and Tahiti, and 
then gets abused for poor showings. He 
picks overseas players - and, yes, that’s 
right, he still gets abused.

KEVIN Keegan played 
for Scunthorpe United, 
Liverpool, SV Hamburg, 
Southampton and Newcastle. 

He won 63 England caps, 
won three League 
championship medals, an FA 
Cup medal in 1974 when 
scoring twice in Liverpool’s 
3-0 defeat of Newcastle 
United, won the European 
Champions’ Cup twice and 
the UEFA Cup twice with 
Liverpool, and was twice 
European Footballer of the 
Year. 

Now after a long spell out 
of the game, and after 
vowing when he retired from 
playing that he would never 
go into management, 
Keegan has just completed 
an amazing first year as 
manager of Newcastle 
United. 

His appointment 12 
months ago caused a 
sensation because he had 
been absent from the game 
for eight years, enjoying 
himself playing golf in Spain 
and spending any spare time 
on English racecourses. 

When he took over the 


famous St James’s Park club, 
Newcastle were facing 
bankruptcy, looked like 
being relegated to the Third 
Division, and bringing him 
back to Newcastle was 
virtually the last, desperate 
throw of the dice by the 
Newcastle board of directors. 

Newcastle have led the 
First Division for months 
and look certain to win 
promotion to the new 
Premier League. 

After living the life of a 
playboy for eight years 
Keegan met with some 
scepticism when he breezed 
into Newcastle last February 
and promised to build a team 
capable of matching the 
great teams of 30 years ago 
that made United one of the 
most feared in the land. 

Traditions have lived on 
to such an extent that even 
with minimal success the 
club was the best supported 
in Britain, and it was said 
that thousands would tum up 
at St James’s Park just to 
watch the grass grow. 

Crippled by debts 
Newcastle looked beyond 
extensive surgery especially 
from a doctor who had never 
wielded a scalpel before in

his life. 

The critics expected 
Keegan to fall flat on his 
face, and with no experience 
of managing or coaching 
even his most ardent 
admirers feared the worst. 

But the club that has 
produced Gazza, Peter 
Beardsley and Chris Waddle 


as well as old heroes Jackie 
Milbum and Len Shackleton 
and the legendary Hughie 
Gallacher had nothing to 
lose. 

With the bank manager 
beating at the boardroom 
door, the staff wondering 
where their next wage 
cheque was coming from, 


and with the supporters 
throughly disenchanted it 
could have been the end of 
one of Britain’s great sides. 

They had in the past won 
four League championships, 
five FA Cups and two 
European trophies, but they 
were just memories of long 
ago. 

But now they are poised 
for what looks a certain 
return to top flight football 
and the average attendance 
this season is around 28,000, 

Sir John Hall, the man 
who gambled by bringing 
Keegan to the club, has put 
£6 million of his personal 
fortune into keeping 
Newcastle United float, and 
he says the secret of 
Keegan’s success is that “he 
knows how to motivate 
people.” 

Admits Sir John: “It was a 
gamble bringing Kevin in 
with no experience of 
management, but we were 
facing extinction as a club 
and our attitude was, what 
have we to lose.” 

Immediately Keegan said: 
“J don’t intend to be a 
failure. I want to start the 
ball rolling and build up this 
great club once more.”

Goalkeeper Tommy Wright 
now describes him as 
“Mighty Mouse.” He says” 
“He inspired us so much. He 
has such great charisma and 
his enthusiasm is so 
infectious that you can’t 
help doing your best. He 
made the dressing room a 
place of confidence. 

“He fired up the 
Supporters, and now it’s not 
true to say a thousand 
people would turn up here 
to watch the grass grow. 
‘That's an understatement. I 
reckon 10,000 people would 
tum up to watch the players 
shirts drying on a clothes 
line.” 

Not that Newcastle’s fight 
away from relegation was a 
cut and dried thing last 
season. In fact only an own 
goal in the final minute of 
the last match of last season 
won survival for Keegan’s 
team. 

Despite the rousing 
welcome home he received, 
such a close run thing at the 
end of the season did not 
arouse any great 
expectations of a miraculous 
turn round in fortunes this 
year; but that is what 
Keegan and his assistant 
Terry McDermott have 
done. 

They started with a 
fantastic eleven straight 
wins, and have maintained 
the tempo as the highest

England mourns after World 


Cup captain lose 


BOBBY MOORE, who led England 
to its only World Cup success, was 
remembered as “one of the immortals 
of soccer” and “a gentleman of the 
sport”, 

Moore, who died after a two-year 
battle against cancer, was hailed by his 
soccer peers as a legendary figure and 
one of the most dignified of sportsmen. 

Sir Alf Ramsey, manager of 
England’s 1966 World Cup-winning 
team, described Moore as “the 
heartbeat of the England team in 1966. 

“Tt would have been impossible to 
win the World Cup without Bobby 
Moore as captain,” said Ramsey, 

“He was my right-hand man, a cool 
calculated footballer I could trust with 
my life,” 

Pele, the Brazilian contemporary of 
Moore who played against him in the 
1970 World Cup, said: “The world has 
lost one of its greatest football players 
and a great gentleman,” 

Soccer’s world governing body 
added its tribute, saying: “in the eyes of 
FIFA, Moore is one of the all-time 
greats. 

“Bobby Moore was very well-loved 
in the world of football. He was a 
typical English gentleman and 
alongside Bobby Chariton was the best- 
known in that team,” said FIFA 
spokesman Guido Tognoni. 

Bobby Charlton, his friend and 
teammate in the 1966 final, said: “The 
football people in the country will miss 
Bobby Moore. 

“Tf you played with him you would 
know that he was a gentle man. He was 
very kind, very courteous, very 
thoughtful and really always did things 
with a lot of style.” 

British Prime Minister, John Major, 
a keen soccer supporter, said: “Bobby 
Moore will forever be remembered for 
leading England to victory in the 1966 
World Cup. 

England manager Graham Taylor 
said: “My enduring picture of Bobby 
Moore will always be him lifting the 
World Cup in 1966. As a young 
professional player myself, that day he 
was captain of all of us, not just the 
England team. That image will always 
remain with me.” 

West Ham United, for whom Moore 
played 668 League games and won the 
FA Cup and European Cup winners’ 
Cup, said: “He was the greatest ever 
West Ham player. 

“Bobby was the people’s captain

and was extremely proud to lead his 
club and country. His memory will live 
for ever around Upton Park.” 

Current England international David 
Platt, who captained the team for the 
first time last week, said: “He was a 
footballer of intelligence and vision, a 
man of dignity and stature, 

“T have spent time with Bobby 
Moore after every England game at 
Wembley since I broke into the side in 
1989. I missed him last week. Now I 
will always miss him.” 


Glory: Moore lifts the World Cup for England in 1966 


Moore, bor in Barking on April 12, 
1941, the only son of an electricity 
board worker, did not have to stay far 
from his east London roots during his 
footballing career. 

He was snapped up by his local dub 
West Ham, and made his debut for 
them as a 17-year-old against 
Manchester United in 1958. He made 
his full England debut in 1962 against 
Peru, shortly before Alf Ramsey took 
over as manager.

Socceroo coach Eddie Thomson, who 
played alongside Moore in 1975, hailed 
the Englishman as a “dream captain”, 

Thomson was a team mate of Moore’s 

“at San Antonio Thunder in America, 
and described the classy defender as 
“probably the best player I’ve-ever 
played with.” 

“In the 1966 and 1970 World Cups, 
England had a great side and he held the 
ship together all the time,” said 
Thomson, 

“Bobby was a gentleman on the park 
and a gentleman off the park. He was 
everybody’s favourite,” 

Moore, then 33, was nearing the end 
of his career when he played with San 
Antonio, 

Football was going through a boom 
period in America during the mid-70s, 


largely through the likes of Moore and 

Pele playing in the national league. 
“Every time you were in trouble with 

the ball, Bobby was there. He used to read

the game so well,” said Thomson. 

“Tt’s a long time since England has had 
a Bobby Moore playing at the back.” 

At San Antonio, Thomson roomed 
with Moore on away trips and was a 
frequent golfing partner. 

During his stint in America, Thomson 
also discovered Moore’s attitude to 
football. 

“He trained as though each game 
would be his last,” said Thomson. 

“He didn’t have to say much to make 
you toe the line. 

Thomson last spoke with Moore in 
March last year in Holland during a 
Socceroo training camp. 

They had both watched Feyenoord 
play Tottenham and were enjoying a 
beer afterwards when Thomson leamed 
of Moore’s illness.
